FEWER SUICIDES WARTIME 


the past years, annual average 1,678 indi- 
viduals has committed suicide California. spite 
the fact that more people were living the State 
last year than any time its history, the 1942 suicide 
rate lower than has been for many years. There 
were but 1,503 suicides registered California 1942 
compared with 1,709 1932 and 1,744 1933, 
during which years severe economic depression pre- 
vailed. 1940, however, there were 1,877 suicides 
registered California, bringing rate 27.0 per 
100,000 population, the highest suicide rate that has 
been registered California since 1915 when the rate 
was 33.6 per 100,000 population. 


would naturally assumed that more suicides 
would when the Country war, when nerves 
are taut and disturbances are commonly 
encountered. matter fact, however, the oppo- 
site true. More suicides occur California during 
years economic depression, while periods eco- 
prosperity the rate falls considerably. There 
little doubt that economic insecurity pri- 
mary factor suicides California. 


The State, together with other Western States, has 
for years been great center for single men the 
easual labor groups. These men have wandered from 
State State, making their temporary homes labor 
centers such Sacramento, Stockton, San Francisco, 
Bakersfield, and other places. Suicide rates are always 
high such employment centers where casual laborers 
are generally found large numbers. 

The accompanying table provides information rela- 
tive the numbers suicides and the rate for each 
year when the decennial United States census has been 
taken. will noted that San Diego, Sacramento,

higher suicide rates than either Michigan 
Ohio. Ohio, fact, 1940, had almost exactly the 
same population California, yet its suicide rate 
almost half that California.

2,516 suicides out total 16,780 among individuals 
who were more than years age. Out 16,780 sui- 
cides registered California during the past years, 
8,884 were persons who were born other States, 
3,999 were born foreign countries, and 2,918 were 


The nativity 914 unknown and 
suicides were born United States possessions. 

the total number reported, 12,902 were men and 
3,878 were women; 15,645 were White, 372 Mexican, 
275 Japanese, 182 Negro, 152 Chinese, Filipino, 
Indian, and members other races.

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EPIDEMIC POLIOMYELITIS 1943 


Epidemic poliomyelitis was widely prevalent 
2,633 cases having been reported among civilians 
California during the year with case rate for the 
State 34.4 per 100,000 population. 1934, when 
the most extensive outbreak this disease occurred, 
the heaviest distribution was the larger centers 
population, most cases having the metro- 
politan areas the State with relatively few cases 
other districts. the 1943 outbreak the distribution 
was higher the less thickly populated communities 
and such distribution was scattered more widely over 
the State. The highest case rates last year were 
the counties Tehama, Mono, Lake, Kern, Sonoma, 
Humboldt, and Yolo counties. 

The apparent peak the outbreak occurred Sep- 
tember when 620 cases were reported. August and 
July, 532 and 473 cases, respectively, were reported. 

tabulation reported cases date onset ac- 
companies this discussion, however, which indicates 
that the onset most cases occurred August and 
July, such onsets having occurred the number 
636 August and 533 July. The segregation 
reports calendar months, received, responsible 
for this variation. Actually would appear that the 
peak the outbreak August rather than 
September.

Some State health departments, their laws permit, 
approved birth control for programs 
planned parenthood. The subject has been under dis-

After such consideration, can not say that the 
courts will interpret the applicable statutes author- 
izing the department engage activity where 
that activity one which all persons, without excep- 
tion, are prohibited from engaging Section 601 
the Business and Professions Code. Attention may 
the exception expressly accorded the depart- 
ment Section 600 with respect the advertising 
venereal disease remedies. 

does not appear that the courts 
will sustain the proposed activity the department 
upon the authority Section 101 the Health and 
Safety Code amended Chapter 1061 the Stat- 
utes 1943. The section does not expressly authorize 
this activity and, view the lack definite indica- 
tions legislative intent with respect this subject 
the time the enactment the 1943 amendments, 
does not appear that the courts will infer the existence 
this authority.

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OPINION FILING MARRIAGE 
CERTIFICATES 


The Director the State Department Public 
Health recently asked the Attorney General the de- 
partment should refuse accept certificates mar- 
riage for registration when the parties concerned are 
married county other than the county which the 
marriage license issued. 


opinion rendered 1931 the Attorney General 
that time held that the State Registrar the Depart- 
ment Health acted properly refusing accept for 
registration such marriage certificate. The basis 
this conclusion was that the marriage was invalid and, 
therefore, the certificate marriage should not reg- 
istered. decision this case (Lininger) was handed 
down 1937. 


the new opinion rendered December 29, 1943, 
written Carl Wynkoop, Deputy Attorney 

considering the provisions Section 
the Civil Code, but relying entirely upon Sections 
and 71, the court apparently held that marriage per- 
formed county other than the county where the 
license was issued was valid marriage. There was 
rehearing the district court and apparently re- 
quest for hearing the Supreme Court. 

Opinion NS2996, issued this office under date 
October 16, 1940, the question under consideration 
was the validity marriage performed county 
other than the county which the marriage license was 
issued. The Lininger case was discussed some length 
and that connection said 

‘People vs. Lininger, referred you, might 

based either upon the theory that marriage license 

obtained one county upon the theory that the 
requirement that license obtained directory 
only. Ifthe former, would appear conflict 
with Section the Civil Code. the latter, there 
appears conflict with the case People 
supra.’ 


concluded that categorical answer the ques- 
tion the validity the marriage should not given 
but that avoid possible unfortunate consequences the 
parties the ceremony should obtain license from 
the clerk the county which the marriage 
performed.

GROWING INCIDENCE RHEUMATIC FEVER

Pre-war studies mortality some East- 
ern States have shown declining death rate for rheu- 
heart disease the younger age groups. This 
does not necessarily mean that all deaths from rheu- 
heart disease have diminished, nor, according 
Dublin any improvement credited except ‘‘in 

the other hand, there are important current rea- 
sons why not expected that the problem will 
dwindle the immediate future. First, rheumatic 
fever increasingly being recognized areas formerly 
thought relatively free from this 
ond, the herding large numbers soldiers and 
sailors results conditions favorable for the develop- 
ment rheumatic fever many susceptible subjects 
who might, under other escape signifi- 
exposure the streptococcus. likely that 
the total incidence fever growing and 
will continue grow, least for the immediate future. 
Moreover, with increased awareness the disease, and 
with legalized reporting, this State, the apparent 
incidence also will increase. 

The registration cases offers method defining 
the magnitude the problem from the standpoint 
public health. This must accompanied, however, 
professional and lay education and the establish- 
ment adequate facilities for the care patients with 
the disease, including the acute, convalescent and 
chronic phases.

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CALIFORNIA’S HEALTH 1858 


Because the new and widespread interest vital 
statistics throughout California, its interesting 
turn back the report the first State Registrar 
Vital issued 1858. The office was held 
Edwin Campbell, who was appointed 1858 fol- 
lowing act the Legislature creating the office. 
Support came through fees that were divided between 
two county officials and the State Registrar. Unfor- 
tunately, the portion allotted the State could not 
obtained and after two years the Legislature repealed 
the law. 


There was state-wide registration vital statis- 
tics again until 1905. his first report, which covered 
the first eight months 1858, the registration deaths 
was far from complete, relatively few certificates hav- 
ing been filed with the State Registrar. 

that time tuberculosis was primary cause 
death and Mr. Campbell’s comments tuberculosis 
deaths, well deaths from accidents and violence, 
are interesting because the fact that these are still 
important causes death California. 

After commenting upon the large proportion 
deaths among the foreign born who had come Cali- 
fornia the Gold Rush, Mr. Campbell

They are solely the results own 
labors and alone responsible for their imperfec- 
tions and the unavoidable errors they may contain. 
the preparation the foregoing table have studiously 
avoided technicalities names diseases farther than 
was absolutely necessary, discarding tautology and 
endeavoring condense the medical synonyms used 
registration into brief and comprehensive space 
practicable without marring the symmetry and useful- 
ness the whole. Many the terms given the 
original entries are extremely vague and indefinite, and 
there are some terms named causes death that may 
set down entirely original and new the medical 
profession. few these are ‘‘Effect Jiggers,’’ 
the Bladder,’’ ‘‘ulidriss ciriden,’’ ‘‘luesis.” 
But one strangulation reported, although 
numerous and well-known instances have occurred 
since the passage the law, yet registrations have 
been made the same, although such are not rare. 
The native California patriarchs living great age 
and evidently die from the clogging and wearing out 
machinery, yet but one case death from 
old age, will seen, reported—that Mons. Lewis 
Lauriat, well-known the people this Union 
among the first, not the first, aeronaut that ascended 
balloon the United States. This truly scientific 
old man, whose venerable form was familiar the 
citizens Sacramento perambulating the streets, went 
off August last the advanced age years.

Enough known render the fact indisputable that 
the moment Digger children are taken from their native 
clover pastures and diet grasshoppers, acorns and 
similar ‘‘Chemuck,” and transferred from their tule 
dirt huts away from the vicinity their sweat 
houses, and invested with the clothing the civilized 
portion mankind, fact, submitted the manners, 
and mode living the white race, they 
are invariably booked for this fatal complaint—an in- 
superable barrier all attempts civilizing 
Christianizing this doomed and devoted race.

meeting the Stanislaus County Grand Jury, 
the Chief the Bureau Tuberculosis urged the 
building new tuberculosis unit Modesto 
replace present inadequate facilities. For many months 
the Health Officer Stanislaus County, the President 
the County Tuberculosis Association, and the Secre- 
tary the California Tuberculosis Association, have 
worked secure the provision better facilities for 
the treatment the county’s result, 
following the Grand Jury’s recommendation, the board 
supervisors has appropriated funds for thirty-two 
bed tuberculosis unit erected the grounds 
the County Hospital. 


HEARING INSTITUTES SCHEDULED

The essential features complete hearing con- 
servation program will Demonstrations 
and methods improving testing techniques, instruc- 
tions criteria and referral and adequate follow-up 
procedures will given. Dr. Gardner will glad 
test audiometers being used the schools. 


INDUSTRIAL WASTE NUISANCE 
INVESTIGATED 


The proper disposal industrial waste growing 
menace the provision adequate sanitary facilities 
California. Last month was discovered that indus- 
tries have abused the privilege draining clear water 
into dry channel southern California until, the 
present time, there almost constant flow 
5,000,000 gallons day through what was dry chan- 
nel. Furthermore, this drainage seriously impreg- 
nated with acids, oils, salts, copper, and aluminum 
hydrate. citrus plant, which formerly ran about 
tons waste daily during the season, now operates 
almost constantly 400 500 tons per day. This 
nuisance has gotten entirely out hand and involves 
problem. another community the conver- 
sion winery molasses distillation plant has 
produced odor nuisance which involves enor- 
mous geographical area. 

The solution these problems pertaining waste 
disposal not easy, requiring the application inten- 
sive study and field work effort provide 
definite and adequate solution.
